battery fired five shots, -which one of 
the ships returned with two shots, 
when the Americans withdrew. 


Again, at 
daybreak 
today, 
two 


cruisers of the fleet opened fire on the 
battery, then the other ships joined in, 
firing 50 or 60 shots. The Morro and 
Socapa batteries returned the fire for 
some time, when the ship withdrew. At 
the Socapa battery three soldiers were 
slightly wounded. 


From Cienfuegos, yesterday, what 


was supposed to be a merchantman was 
sighted about 10 miles from shore. The 
Spanish gunboat Diego 
Yalesquez 


started out to overhaul it. When about 
five miles distant it was discovered that 
the supposed 
merchantman was an 


American cruiser, which started toward 
the Valesquez, at the same time open- 
ing fire on it. The Spanish gunboat, 
supported by the gunboat Lince, re- 
turned the fire, when it put back to- 
ward shore. After running in a short 
distance, the American cruiser veered 
off and continued on its way.

heroes of the "stoke hole." 


If Lieutenant Hobsou and his asso- 


ciates were brave, what is to be said of 
the sublime courage of the engineer 
whose hand was at the throttle and the 
firemen who shoveled COB! into the blaz- 
ing furnaces as the good ship sailed 
into the jaws of death. 
Here were 


h-'roes, indeed—heroes of song and 
story, of romance and rhyme, such as 
might inspire poets 
to the loftiest 


flights and the pen of the historian with 
glowing imagery. 


On the bridge stood a man who had 


played in the groat lottery for ttie 
grandest prize of life.

Forces Landed Near Santiago. 


CAPE HAYTIEN, HAYTI, June 14.—The 


United States cruiser St. Louis and sev- 
eral other war vessels, so it is reported 
here, brought to Male St. Nicholas to- 
day the utory tbat a landing had been 
effected on Monday by the Americans 
near Santiago de Cnb*.

Grosvenor (.Hep., O.), who was recog- 
nized first, said the pending question 
was not one for party politics, and he 
would not appeal to any of his Republi- 
can colleagues who might oppose an-- 
nexation to support annexation as a 
party project. 


Arguiixg for the constitutionality of 


the proposed annexation, he contended 
,t,he power was given to congress in the 
"general warfare" clause of the constitu- 
tion. Replying to the claim that Hawaii 
is unnecessary as a naval or commercial 
point in Pacific transit because Un- 
alaska on the Aleutians, now American 
possessions, is a route 800 miles shorter 
than the Honolulu route, Mr. Grosvenor 
presented a letter from Commodore Mel- 
ville, in which he said, while the TJn- 
alaska route was the shorter, the dense 
and long continue fogs, the ice floes and 
storms at and off Unalaska, and the ab- 
sence of commerce in the Aleutians, 
made the northern route unsafe and un- 
profitable for merchant and passenger 
ships. 


Proceeding, he treated lightly the sug- 


gestion that American labor would be 
affected by the slight competition with 
which it would meet at the hands ol 
Asiatics in the Hawaiian islands. Mr 
Grosvenor said he advocated the resolu- 
tion upon a ground etirely separated 
from any war emergency. He saw in the 
near future a wonderful development 
in the commerce of the east, and in order 
to provide for the western part of the 
country to secure a Just and profitable 
share in that wealth of commerce, "this 
way house," upon the highway of the 
Pacific, was essential. 


He defended the Hawaiian people 


against charges of Ignorance and bar- 
barism, and 
referred In terms that 


brought generous applause to the atti- 
tude of that republic in violating all 
neutrality laws and standing out against 
the world to give American soldiers a 
resting place. In order that they fliight go 
on to victory at Manila. He denied that 
the intelligent natives of Hawaii were 
opposed to annexation. 


THK RUSK VAILED. 


Our Blockaderx Not Deceived by Tactic* 


of General Ulanco. 


Key West, June 14.—Captain General 


Blanco has apparently not yet aban- 
doned the hope of luring the American 
warships within range of the Havana 
batteries. He tried it again on Friday 
morning last, but with no better success 
than in his previous attempts. 


Advices received here today are to thi 


effect that five Spanish ships ran out 
to the south of Havana harbor on the 
day mentioned and headed in an easterly 
direction. The vessels of the blockading 
squadron were lying well off shore, the 
nearest not being closer than 2000 yards. 
Upon sighting the Spaniards they ran In 
a short distance and opened fire on them. 
The volley of shot and shell brought no 
response from the enemy, but the quin- 
tette of ships speedily turned tail and, 
hugging the shore, under the batteries, 
ran back into the harbor. 


The American ships, however, did not 


accept the bait and made no further at- 
tempt to molest them. The character 
of the Spanish boats could not be posi- 
tively fixed on account of the distance; 
hut the American officers who partici- 
pated In the affair pay one or two were 
small gunboat* of the class which hi* 
been maneuvering all along the north 
coast In futile effort* to draw the Amer- 
ican ship* within the fire of the Spanish 
batteries.
